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REMARKS 

The Office requires restriction of the claims to one of the following inventions: 

Group I, claims 1-6, 35, 36 and 42, 48, drawn to a crystal of SEQ ID NO: 1 complex with 
a ligand; 

Group n, claims 1-9, 35, 36 and 42-48, drawn to a crystal of SEQ ID NO:2 and 4 
complex with a ligand; 

Group m, claims 1-6, 35, 36 and 42-48, drawn to a crystal of SEQ ID N0:3 complex 
with a ligand; 

Group IV, claims 10-16, drawn to a computer system; 

Group V, claims 17-28, 41 and 49-56, drawn to in silico method for identifying potential 
agent to associate with HDM2; 

Group VI, claims 29-33, drawn to a method of identifying the binding site of an inhibitor 
and method of modifying inhibitor; 

Group Vn, claims 34 and 57, drawn to HDM2 inhibitors; and 

Group Vin, claims 37-40 drawn to nucleic acid encoding a polypeptide fragment 
defined by the structure coordinates of HDM2, and a vector and a host cell comprising 
said nucleic acid. 

In response, Applicants elect Group I, claims 1-6, 35, 36 and 42, 48, with traverse. Applicants 
respectfully submit that, given that each of the claims in the present application regards a crystal 
comprising HDM2, or a fragment, or target structural motif or derivative thereof, and a ligand, 
wherein said ligand is a small molecule inhibitor, the search and examination of all of the claims 
in this application can be made without serious burden on the Office. Applicants therefore 
request that the Office examine claims 1-57 on the merits, even though they may include claims 
to independent or distinct inventions. 

In the very least, Applicants respectfully submit that Groups Mil, which each recite a crystal 
comprising HDM2, or a fragment, or target structural motif or derivative thereof, should be 
examined together. Applicants therefore request that, in the very least, the Office examine SEQ 
ID NOS: 1 -4 as recited in claims 1 -9, 35, 36 and/or 42-48 on the merits. 
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Early consideration and prompt allowance of the claims are respectfully requested. Should the 
Office require anything further, it is invited to contact Applicants' representative at the telephone 
number below.
